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lately, to preventa new Faétion Ri- 

fing up among us between Trade and 
Land —— I am fenfidle we have Divifions 
enough among us already, whether in Mat- 
ters of State or Religion, and think we 
ftand in need of no farther Affiftance to 
our Party-making Temper. 

For this Reafon, having given the due 
Preference to Trade, as the great Foun- 
dation of Englifo Wealth, and fhewn the 
Landed Men how impoffible it had been to 
bring their Eftates up ty the prefent Im- 
Provement but by Trade; and how impof- 
fible it would be by any other Method to

keep them up to that Value: I thought I 
had done Juftice to the great Father of the 
Nation’s exceeding Riches, [ mean our 
Trade, and doubted not but Fhad effeétu- 
ally ftopt the Mouths of our modern 
Champions of the real Eftates, who cried 
up Land as the Fund of the Nation’s 
Wealth, exclufive of Trade, and indeed fo 
I had. 

After this, to let you fee that reafly thefe 
two Sifters in the Nation’s Wealth were 
fo depending upon one another, chat like 
the Belly and the Members they could not 
fubfift apart. Jemsred briefly into the Ad- 
vantage our Land is to Trade, and ae

ad without Land, any more than Land 
can be improved without Trade, but that 
they both depended upon ‘one: another ; 
and that the Nation’s Wealth isequally ia 
Debt to both; and that I might keep the 
Peace effeQtually between thefe two con- 
tending Parties, I endeavour'd to give ei- 
ther of them their due Weight, to thew 
how neceffary they were to one another, 
and how incapable‘we were of being Rich 
without either of them — This I thought 
was the beft way to keep the Peace be- 
tween the Partie:; for nothing tends fo 
naturally to create mutual Affeétion, as a 
true fight of the mutual. Necefity we are 
.t of Help and Affiflance from one an6- 
ther. 
But as if I had given too great an Equa- 
lity to the Wealth and Value of Land, and 
chad not given Trade its due Preference, I 


find the Opinion of fome Gentlemen ‘rans. 


fo high againft Land, that they will have 
Trade to be the ouly Agent of Wealch 5 
that we owe every Beauty, every Value, 
every Article, either pleafantor profitable, 
to Trade— Depretiatiog the Terra Firma of 


England to that Degree, that the Soil is. 


rendred a perfe@ Wildernefs, without the 
Help of Commerce, that we have every 
thing, from Abroad; that the Native Pre- 
duce of England was of no Worth at all.— 
Qnd that I may not feem.ta.do Wrong to 
any Man, much lefs to ao Author I fo ex- 
ceedingly efleem, I muft crave the Spe- 
#ator’s Leave to quote from him what he 
js pleafed to ret tts, and F bope'¥e is true, “he 
has quoted from Natural Hiftorians, ‘add I 
am not to doubt but he can produce’ his 
Authors——tho’ I may venture to fay of 
thofe Authors, or of whofoever eMe joyns 
jo that Opinion 3 They feem to tefl as, 
por Rn Excellence in the Knowledge of 
Commerce and Trade does not feem to be 
equal to the other Beauties they are to be 
admired for; or in fhort, That the know.
